vord. was presented lo the cmirt. ask­ 
ing that Carr take over the duties of 
constable. 
Attorneys Patterson ami 
Cates represented Mr. Carr and the 
petitioners. 
It was claimed by the signers of 
the petition to have Mr. Bowles re­ 
moved from office, that he had not 
properly qualified, according to law, 
within the specified time following 111 
election: that he had lieen boldin, 
the office contrary to the constitution, 
etc.,

case, and it will probably wax into a 
“paramount” question, and will he a 
sleep-disturber for more than one can­ 
didate when the curtain is up on the 
county field. 
Tile commissioners’ court authority 
to deciare the office vacant, following 
its approval of Bowles’ bond, is ques­ 
tioned by legal representatives of Mr.
